Rule  70. 

I.r.  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1SG7,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  lane;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour.  Canal,  Imck.  Dam 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Coupiany ; or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
M’hich  in  its  operation  would  alfect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  reipiire  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  apiilication  refers  to  any  proposed  woi'k. 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant  ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows  ; — 

In  the  Briti.sii  Columria  Cazette,  and  in  one 
newspajier  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  corisidi' ration  of  the  I’etition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committi'e  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Privati'  Bill  shall  be 
received  liy  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  , 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Pri\ate  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Se.ssion,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  ui)on  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  moditication  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  ri'ported  on  by  the  Committi'o  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  ref<>rence  made  thereof 
at  a iin'vious  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  .\nd 


if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  I’rivate  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
diouble  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  I’etition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  tcith  eopics  of  the  notiecs 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
dai'it  or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  I'etition,  and  notices  shall  not  have

DISTRICT  OF  NORTH  VANCOUVER. 


A By-law  to  expkopriate  Lands  foe  Highways 
IN  THE  District  of  North  Vancouver. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  North 
Vancouver  in  Council  assembled  as  follows  : — 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  opening,  improving,  and 
widening  a street  known  as  the  Lynn  Valley  Road, 
in  the  District  of  North  Vancouver,  the  Corpora- 
tion hereby,  under  authority  of  the  “ Municipal 
Clauses  Act  ” and  Acts  amending  the  same,  enters 
upon,  expropriates,  and  takes  all  and  singular  an 
area  or  areas,  tract  or  tracts,  of  land  7 feet  in 
width  along  and  adjoining  each  side  of  the  present 
registered  road  from  the  western  boundary  of 
District  Lot  2,025,  Group  One,  Vancouver  District 
(being  the  boundary-line  of  the  City  of  North 
I'ancouver),  to  the  Hastings  Creek  Bridge,  situate 
between  Lots  1 and  10,  in  Block  2,  in  District  Lot 
2,023,  so  far  as  the  said  registered  road  is  only  66 
feet  in  width,  it  being  the  intention  of  this  by-law 
that  the  said  road  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
declared  to  be,  widened  t(j  a uniform  width  of  80 
feet.

WIIEBEAS  a majcnlt.v  (in  number  and  value) 
of  the  owners,  as  show  n by  the  last  revised 
assessment  roll,  of  the  property  hereinafter  set 
forth  to  be  benefited  by  the  better  draining  and 
dyking  have  petitioned  the  Council  of  the  (’orpora- 
tion  of  Delta  as  follows: — 

“ To  the  Reeve  and  (R)inieil  of  the  ('oi  jiovaiion  of 
Delta : 

‘‘ Centi.eme.n. — W'heia'as  I tie  undersigned  are 
the  owners  (according  to  the  last  revisc'd  assess-

C.E..  (being  a person  compeli'iit  for  such  purpose), 
of  the  said  localit.v  proposed  to  bi'  benefitt'd  by  the 
mainti'iiance  of  the  necessary  dykes  and  drains,  and 
has  also  procured  plans  and  estimates  of  the  work 
to  be  niad('  by  (Ik'  said  E.  B.  Ilowes.  and  an  assess- 
ment made  by  him  of  the  lands  to  he  benefited  by 
such  repairs  and  maintenance,  stating  as  nearly 
as  he  can  the  pio|)orl!ou  of  benefit  which  in  his 
opinion  will  he  derived  in  conseipu'iice  of  such 
lepair.s  and  maintenanci'  by  I'very  lot  or  jiortion 
of  lot,  th('  said  assessiiK'iit  so  made  bi'ing  tin' 
assessment  hi'reinarter  by  this  by-law  enacted  to 
be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  lots  and  parts  of 
lots  hereinafter  in  that  bi'half  specially  set  forth 
and  described,  ami  the  I'ei.ort  of  the  said  E.  B. 
Ilowes  in  respect  thereof  and  of  the  said  rejmirs 
and  maintenance  being  as  follows:^ 


” To  the  Municipal  Rouneil.  M unicipaliti)  of  Delta, 
Ladner,  B.  C. ; 

“ Dyke  Annacis  Island. 

‘‘  Gentlemen, — I have  made  a cai’eful  e.xamina- 
tion  of  the  dyke  around  Annacis  Island,  and  have 
taken  levels  around  the  entire  island.  I find  the 
dyke  to  he  in  first-class  order,  with  the  exception 
of  a few  places  which  are  lower  than  the  1894 
high-water  mark. 

“ On  the  accompanying  iirofile,  I have  shown 
the  top  of  the  dyke  with  reference  to  the  1894 
high-water  mark.  I understood  from  Mr.  Pike 
that  the  dyke  was  originally  built  to  a height  of 
about  18  inches  above  the  1894  high-water  mark. 
For  the  most  the  dyke  is  more  than  IS  inches 
above  the  high-water  mark,  but  there  are  some 
places  which  are  lowrnr.  On  the  accompanying 
map  and  profile,  I have  shown,  in  red,  the  places 
which  are  lowp  and  I have  estimated  the  amount 
of  yardage  required  to  repair  these  low  places. 

“ There  are  a few  stretches  along  the  dyke  that 
run  about  I foot  above  the  1894  high-water  mark. 
I do  not  think  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
the  dyke  should  be  IS  inches  above  the  1894  high- 
water  mark,  so  therefore  have  not  made  any  pro- 
vision to  raise  these  ])laces.  If  all  the  dyke  is 
raised  to  be  18  inches  above  the  high-water  mark, 
it  would  take  double  the  amount  of  work  than  the 
following  estimate  provides  for,  figuring  only  on 
repairing  the  places  as  shown  on  the  profile.  The 
material  for  repairing  the  dyke  can  be  secured 
alongside,  and  put  on  the  dyke  with  wheel- 
barrows. 

‘‘  For  your  information  regarding  plans,  the 
initial  point  of  chainage,  Station  ‘ O.'  commences 
at  a point  on  the  dyke  opposite  Mr.  I'ike's  house, 
on  the  east  end  of  the  island,  and  the  chainage 
runs  down  each  side  of  the  island.
